Britain has not been so 
negligent.

England, Australia and New Zeal- 
land have formally recognized own­ 
ership of more than 3,000.000 square 
miles of the ice-bound continent, 
and British maps show these claims 
And they do not show any record of 
ownership for the territory claimed 
for the United States by the Raird- 
McNally mapmakers. 
However, this story is not new 
The map-makers have always been 
ahead of government action.

map-makers discover a bit of un­ 


claimed land, mark it for their own 
country and later, when the value 
of the area is discovered, the gov­ 
ernment acts. 
Potentialities Of Territory 
And the value of the Antarctica 
territory may be immense. 
It 
is 
known that great mineral deposits. 
Including coal, lie beneath the bar­ 
ren wastes of ice and snow.

there is a possibility the land may 
be rich in petroleum deposits. 
Al^« there is a possibility, and 
a very distinct one. that aviation 
bases may one day be established 
in Antarctica.
